SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer image file entitled gir 04 is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The JPEG computer image file is one of a total 280 computer image files stored on a 
Jaz disk and submitted together. The file contains one full colour photograph explicitly 
depicting sexual activity involving a man and a woman. A second woman in the 
background appears to be watching. 

The image file is moderately degrading and dehumanising to the depicted participants, 
especially the woman in the foreground. The image excludes the faces of all the 
participants and emphasises sexual body parts as the focus of viewer attention. The 
image file is intended for the sexual stimulation of adult, predominantly male, viewers. 

Referring to New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 issues, this limit on freedom of 
expression resulting from the classification is considered reasonable and demonstrably 
justified given the content and purpose of the computer image file. 
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
